On 
the 22d 47 Lords Spiritual and Temporal being Aſſembled at 
Weſtminſter, they took the Adminiſtration upon themſelves for 
the Interim, and on the 2 5th they addreſi d the Prince to take it 
upon him, and defired him to iſſue Circular Letters, Graces 
vention againſt the 22d of Fanuary. On the 26th many of the Mem- 
bers of the Parliaments, in the Reign of the late King Charles the 
20, with the Aldermen and Common Council of London, met the

On the 13th. of the ſame Month the 
Lords and Commons declared the Prince and Princeſs of Orange 
to be King and Queen, and they were Proclaimed accordingly to the 
univerſal ſatisfaction of the People, the like was done afterwards 
in all the Cirzes and Boroughsof England, with great Joy, and the Cler- 
gy as well as the reſt of the Subjects did univerſally concur with it.

Tyranny, Arbitrary Power, and making all Oppoſition to 


fall before him, till he became our King and Governour, 
makes the Refliſtance and Dethronement of the late Kin 
James, more peenliagty the Act of the Church, than of 
any other Order of Men in the Kingdom. ____©

For what the Dr. ſays of Obedience to Princes in General, aud 
the Texts be produces to prove it, he might have far'd himſelf that 
Trouble, becauſe no body denies it, but it will not from thence: 
follow, that, becauſe we are to give all due Obedience to Magi- 
ſtrates who Govern according to the Law of God and the Land, 
that therefore the Repreſentatives or the Body of a Nation 
may unt reſiſt ſuch as violate both, for as God never gave any Prince 
a Commiſſion to be a Tyrant, the Reſiſting of ſuch cannot in com- 
mon ſenſe be call'd tbe Reſiſting of his Ordinance · King James 1. 
tho fond enough of Prerogative was ſo ſenſible of this that he rebuke d 
Dr. Abbot and the Convocation of that Time for making Ty radny the 
Ordinance of God which was the ſame with making him the Author 
of Sin, at. d in his Speech to the Parliament — in 1609. he very 
honeſtly declared © that a King ceaſes to be a King, and Degenerates 
into a Tyrant as ſoon as he leaves off to Govern by Law. Now 1 
believe Every Body will Agree that as King Fames, was more con- 
cern'd to ſtudy that Point than Dr. Melton, he certainly underſtood it 
better, nor can be be accuſed of Partiality, fince the Deciſion was 
againſt himſelf and bis Poſterity if ever he or they ſhould happen to 
turn Tyrants,nor could he be ſuſpected of ſeeking to advance himſelf 
by ſuch Doctrine, fince he could be no higher than he was, whereas | 
it is well enough known that mercenary Prieſts have always had Pre- 
ferwents in their View when they latter d Princes by advancing ſuch 
Principles, but whether theſe Men can be faithful to our Souls who 
are ſu unfaithful to our Lives and Eſtates let the World judge.

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of Devils; the plain meaning of which is this, that they muſt either Retounct 
ſuch Communion with the Pagans, or Communion with the Church, but what 
Relation has this to Chriſtians, who have the ſame Obje , and Rule of 
Worſhip, and tho' they Differ in ſuch Circumſtantials as makes their eon- 
ſtant Communion Impracticable, yet Communicate with one another Occaſionally to 
teſtifie, that they are Members of the fame Body. If they do it meerly 
for the lake of Preferment, it is certainly hateful, and God will puniſh them for it. 
But is there no Body except ſome Diflenters, who are guilty of this? Does not all 
rhe World know, tht abundance ct poor Wretches, who were never at a Meeting 
in their Lives, and profeſs themielves to be of the Church of England, are either 
to carcleſs of all Ordinances, that they very ſeldum come to Church, or fo noto- 
riouſly prophane, that no Conſcier ticus Miniſters, who knows them, can admit 
them to the Lord's Table; yer how mary hundreds of luch come annually - to the 
Sacrament, upon no other account but for the lake of a Poſt Such Occaſional Com- 
munieants as thoſe are a hundred to one for the other; and fince the Dr. has not one 
Reproof to beftow upon them, he gives too juſt Cauſe to ſuſpe t, that there are 
more Clergymen than one Who lock upon thoſe to be the beſt Church Men that 
ſwear and drink for the Church more than they pray for it; who, as ſome havg 
obſery'd, very juſtly may be good enough Buttreſſes, but can never be Pillag 
of the Church, they are fo ſeldom in the inſide of it. ut further, fuppoſing ig 
true, that me of his Occaſional Conformiſts take the Sacrament on ' purpoſe ro

prelent Cunſtitution of the Chutch The Ld. Bp of Sarum was pleas'd to tell us in 
his Spcech againſt Dr. Sacheverel, that there are many fach treacherous Churchmeng 
who abjure the Pretender upon a ridiculous Diſtinction, - That the Aljuratien # ng 
meant of Ins Birtlo-riglt, er Divine right, but only : Hat ne has no Claim Ly the preſent Conſtargs 
2:05 ard that his Lo:dſtup had ſeen a Letter to this purpoſè handed about by the Fas 
ion. 'Tis likewiſe well enough known, that the Court of St. Germains gives her 
Friends a Diſpenſition for ſuch Practices, if they think they can ſerve their Intereſt by 
itz and that they have done it effectually, is evident enough from the unnatural fer- 
ments which the Faction has rais'd among us, to the tearing of the Nation in pieceg 
by furiouſly advarcing (uch Principles as can have no other Teudency but to pave 
the Pretender's way to the Crown. 3 
I ſhell conclude with telling you, that had the Dr. been as well acquainted with 
the Controverſie berwixt the Church and the Diſſenters, as one of his Coat ought 
to be, he might have known, that as the Churchmen are not all of the (ame Mind 
concerning the Things in difterence, neither are the Diſſenters, for it appears 
by the (ccord Paper given in to the King at the Savy Conference in 1561, by 
rae Nenconformiſts, tliat ſome of the Diſſentets thought the Matters in difference 
Atly unlawful, othets theught them bur Inconvenient, tome of them again thought 
ſome of the Ceremonies unlawful in themſelves, and thought others of them but 
Inconvenient; ſome thought a conftant Communion unlaw ful, and a conflant Se- 
paration the like, becauſe they were of Opinion, that both the one and the other 
were inconfiſtent with the Notions that moſt Proteſtants have of a Catholic; 
Church, which conſiſts of Chtiſtians of all Denominations that hold the Funds 
mental Doctrines of Chriſtianity ; whereas this narrow Principle confines the Cay 
*h-.lick Church to thoſe of ont Denomination only. Accordingly, tis very well 
known, that ſome of the moſt Eminent Presby terian Miniſters, as Dr. Bates, Mr. 
Baxter, and others, did Communicate with the Church from the very beginning ob 
her Re · eſtabliſiment in the Reign of Charles II. and it is as well known that they 
Kc pt up ſcparate Meetings notwithſtanding. Now how can the Dr. or any Man 
know, but the Occaſional Conformiſts he exclaims fo furiouſly agairiſt, are of thoſe 
Principles; and if they be, as we are bound in Charity to believe they are, is it not 
an invedinę of the Prerogatives of God, who alone knows che Heart of Man, to 
charge them with Hypocrifie, even tho' they communicate occafionely, to . 
void an Incanveniency to themfclves, to their Country, or ro zuy Town or Cote, 
poration, where they live, ſince they cdatradict no Viinciple by their ſo doing 
ipecizlly when Men of the Dr.'s Steiup give ſo mich cauſe of Suipition of the 
1 Peiigns they ate carrying on by that uraccountable Fury Which at preſent they 
2cE inſpired with, not only ag-inft Diſſen: era, bur againſt Moderate Church NE
